received they rightly muessed 
that be was the chief of tie tribe. 

He seemed at first much ple ased 
at the situation, but after exsmin- 
ing the captives closely he called 
a pslaver.

Then‘ the chief said ‘in good 
English, with a» slight Oxford 
drawl -— . ‘ . 

I am very sorry you have been 
inconvenienced, gentlemen; but 
ail is well now. These warriors 
will see you safely back to the 
missionary station, and so good-. 
bye. 

Then he whispered an aside -— 

NOT IO BE THOUGHT OF!» 

}'m dressed so differently that 
probably you do not recognise me, 
but I recognise you well enough. 
You wero along with me at Balliol 
three years ago; and, of course, 
‘no Balliol man could think of 
eating & fellow Balliol man.

The Honours Commission, deal- |. 


ing with "honours in conection 
with the Forsign Office, the fizht- 
ing forces and India, says that 
unde? the statutes of the Order of 
St. Michael and the recanstituted 
Order.of tho British Empire, a 
cattain fixed numbar of honours 
are teserved for allocation on the 
independent recommendation of 
the Foreizn Secretary, saya a 
London message of Deesmber 
20:h. Other recommendations, 
accompanied br a full statement 
of sarvices, ate forwarded oy the 
Secratary of State to the Premier. 
Direct recommendations in regard 
to orders can in certain regulated 
cases ba mate by the Firat Lord of 
the Admiralty and the Secretaries 
of Stata for War, Air and India. 
These direcs tecomman dations d» 
tot fall within the terns’ of 
reference, but the Commission 
has been furnished with fall 
particulars of the prozedure, 
which is very elaborate, 

They heard no suggestion of 
ahuse in thiscannection and the 
procedure adopted seems to them 
suiicient and in no wise calling 
for reform. 

Knighthoods and baranctcies 
included in the India, Office list 
are always submitted tothe Pre- 
mier by the authority of tbe 
Vicoroy with a full statement of 
services rendered. 

The’ Commission recommends 
no change in thacxisting practice 
in teaard to Colanis! Qiize hon.
